The reasons for this amendment is due to the improper claim dependency of 
claim 17, claim 17 was originally dependent upon claim 16, which has since been 
canceled and incorporated into parent claim 3. Thus to expedite the examination, an 
examiner's amendment has amended for a proper claim dependency for claims 17 and 
18. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 

of reference fails to teach the claimed method of inspecting the molded part in the mold, 
having infrared thermograph of the part and analyzing the temperature data including 
analyzing between the part surface temperature and part center temperatures in view of 
the glass transition temperature to determine the optimum temperature with optimized 
cooling time.
